A 28-year-old carpenter was 
shot twice by a Torrance police 
officer Thursday evening after 
the man allegedly pulled a gun 
on the officer.

J u I i o Anthony McCarthy, 
who police said has been stay- 
Ing at a motel at 2245 Pacific 
Coast Hwy., Lomita, was taken 
to the prison ward at Los An­ 
geles County General Hospital.

He was booked on charges of 
attempted robbery, attempted 
murder of a police officer, and 
burglary.

     
POLICE gave this account of 

the shooting;
About 8:45 p.m. Thursday, a 

woman customer told the man­ 
ager of the Lucky Market. 3880 
W. Sepulvcda Blvd.. that she 
had observed a man with a 
gun standing outside the store.

The manager called Tor- 
ranee police and Officer Den­ 
nis Cook. 28. responded to the 
call. Cook observed the man 
standing near the market, his 
hand covered by a newspaper, 
upon arrival.

When the officer called to the 
suspect and said he wanted to 
talk to him. the man turned 
and started running south on 
Ocean Avenue.

     
AFTER A short chase, the 

suspect dropped the news­ 
paper, revealing a handgun. 
He then started to turn and 
bring the gun Into position, 
apparently to fire at the offi­ 
cer.

Cook yelled at the suspect, 
then fired one shot, hitting the 
man in the left shoulder. When 
the suspect attempted once 
more to aim his weapon, Cook

To be known as the Metro­ 
politan Cooperative Library 
System, the new venture will 
put more than a million books 
and other library services at 
the disposal of residents of the 
city.

Any borrower who holds a 
card from one of the 10 mem­ 
ber libraries will lie able to 
borrow books, periodicals, 
films, and other materials  
subject to local rules from 
any member library.

LOCAL libraries which are 
members of the metropolitan 
system include 1'alos Verdes. 
Redondo Beach, and Sam a 
Monica.

Torranct also has reciprocal 
agreements with the !.(*> An­ 
geles city and county libraries, 
enabling patrons with Tor 
ranee library cards to use the 
facilities of both systems.

Leastd-lme telephone and

teletype communications s\- 
terns connect the 16 librae) 
systems and requests for books 
and other materials may be 
made at any branch in the 
metropolitan system.

RUSSELL J. West, Torrance 
city librarian, said the Tor­ 
rance system, which was 
launched ju.st last July, MI-. 
has 124,000 books in the (,\ 
branches which serve the cit> 
The library also offers dim 
rentals, fine arts loan serv­ 
ices, phonograph records, and 
other personalized services.

During National Library 
Week, the local system will 
offer several special progrants 
for children between 8 and 11 
years of age.

Shock and disbelief regis­ 

tered on the faces of specta­ 
tors following a special Civil 
Service Commission meeting 
Wednesday night as word 
spread through the crowd that 
City Engineer Walter M. Nol­ 
lac had been dismissed.

In a meeting that lasted 
barely three minutes, commis­ 
sioners formally presented 
their findings In the Nollac 
case to City Manager Edward 
J. Kerraro, then adjourned.

They didn't even announce 
the results of their three- 
month hearing. Only after cop­ 
ies of their findings were hand­ 
ed to the press did onlookers 
learn that the commission had 
voted 5-1 to recommend dls* 
missal.

Kerraro. upon receiving the 
report, exercised his option 
Immediately in dismissing 
Nollac.

UPON LEARNING the news, 
one city employe exploded, 
"You can quote me as saying, 
 Blank blank blank blankety 
blank blank" "

A woman spectator ex­ 
claimed. "I just don't believe 
In justice any more!"

In short, the Civil Sen-Ice 
Commission found Nollac guil­ 
ty of Inefficiency and failure 
to perform duties on three of 
the 17 charges brought against 
him by Kerraro.

SOLE DISSENTING vote was 
cast by Scott Albrlght, new 
chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission. Albrtght found 
Nollac guilty of Inefficiency on 
only one count and recom­ 
mended a 90-day period of sus­ 
pension to begin last Dec. X, 
the day Nollac was suspended 
from duty.

Nollac, who had no fore­

know ledge of the commission's 
decision, expressed surprise 
and dismay at the ruling. He 
said he will probably appeal 
the case to the City Council, 
but will delay his decision un­ 
til his- attorney, Walter Young, 
returns from Mexico Satur­ 
day.
